marched the route, pausing for prayers 
at each of the 14 Stations of the Cross.

Sixty - two weapons 
and six hand grenades were 
intercepted. 
According to customs offi­ 
cials, 
normal 
spot 
check 
procedures turn up only some 
25 weapons a week. If the one- 
day figure of 62 represents a 


typical day at San Francisco, it 
can be assumed that more than 
400 
weapons and explosives 
enter the country each week by 
air mail alone. 
A much larger volume of 
Vietnam mail, arriving by ship, 
is handled in Oakland. Seizures 
from ship mail also average 
about 25 per week. 
“ The problem of contraband 
from Vietnam is particularly 
difficult 
to control, because 
there is no set pattern In the 
violations,’» said Paul Andrews, 
customs operations officer for 
San Francisco and Oakland. 


In addition to firearm s and 
hand grenades, Andrews said, 
customs 
inspectors find C-4 
plastic explosive 
and deadly 
Claymore antipersonnel mines 
in the daily mail from Vietnam. 
Despite a cooperative control 
effort by the Customs Bureau 
and Defense Department, Cus­ 
toms Commissioner Myles J. 
Ambrose said, “ The tide of 
military material being sent 
home from Vietnam is rising.»* 
At the huge Oakland facility, 
Andrews opened the door of the 
lO-by-20 foot “ security locker” 
where contraband is held as 
evidence.

PAHUTE MESA, Nev (UPI) 
—Scientists manned sophisticat­ 
ed monitoring devices today to 
determine if the earth’s crust 
would collapse in a massive 
subterranean cavern carved out 
by one of the United States’ 
largest 
underground nuclear 
explosions. 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion, which conducted the test 
Thursday at 11 a m PST, will 
begin collecting scientific data 
Immediately 
after the earth 
subsides 
Otherwise, 
scientists 
will 
have to wait a week before 
drilling in at a safe angle 1,000 
feet from ground zero to gather 
preliminary data. 
The 
underground 
cavern, 
large enough to hold Hoover 
Dam at 700 feet in diameter, 
was formed when a hydrogen 
weapon with a punch believed 
equivalent to 1.3 million tons of 
TNT was triggered 
The weapon was believed to 
be a warhead for a semi-orbital 
antim issile m issile system 
The blast swayed buildings in 
several large western cities 500 
miles away and jiggled seism o­ 
graphs 
with 
earthquake-like 
readings of 6.5 from Waltham, 
Mass., to Honolulu. 
“ We are very pleased with 
the initial results,’’ an AEC 
spokesman said. The weapon 
was 
on the drawing boards 
three years and was the 500th 
to be detonated since the U.S. 
began nuclear testing. 
In two previous one megaton 
underground blasts, scientists 
said the test would set off a 
series 
of aftershocks — small 
natural earthquakes triggered 
prematurely—which would per­ 
sist for weeks. 
The earth bulged skyward 15 
feet 
as 
the 
thermonuclear 
explosion carved the massive 
underground c h a m b e r but 
scientists said all radition was 
trapped inside Tons of volcanic 
rock beneath the surface were 
instantly vaporized. 
Observers 34 miles away saw 
a dust cloud rise above ground 
zero and felt a jerking wabbling 
sensation for about a minute 
followed 
by 
several 
sharp 
aftershocks. 
Highrise buildings swayed in 
San Francisco, Salt Lake City, 
Los Angeles and Fresno, Calif. 
Nine Nevada communities were 
jarred, especially Las Vegas 
and Beatty. 
About a dozen guests at the 
Dunes hotel on the Las Vegas 
Strip ran down the stairwells 
with luggage. They thought it 
was an earthquake. 
Plaster fell from the wall of 
the F irst National Bank Build­ 
ing in downtown Las Vegas, 
the AEC spent $50,OOU to re­ 
enforce a wall in another high 
rise bank building prior to the 
blast

com m ittee on open space lands, 
of which he is chairm an. The 
past two y ears the panel, with 
the aid of a citizens advisory 
com m ittee, 
has 
studied 
the 
problem of rapidly disappearing 
open space lands in the state. 
Knox said the bill would set 
up a state office of conserva­ 
tion and development planning 
to replace the state office of 
planning. He said the proposed 
agency would have “ specific 
responsibilities for the p re se r­ 
vation of open space lands.” 
“ Failure 
to 
act now will 
mean no 
open 
space in the 
future,” the lawm aker said. 
Knox said another com m ittee 
m easure 
he 
will 
introduce 
would 
authorize 
cities 
and 
counties to enter into long-term 
contracts with landowners un­ 
der which open space lands 
could be reserved and assessed 
at lower property tax rates. 


In a color videotape distribut­ 
ed to 40 television stations in

wide-opened alarm over use of 
drugs by the nation’s young is 
expanding into groups far afield 
from law enforcement officials 
and others who traditionally 
work with addiction and rehabi­ 
litation. 
Now involved are the U.S. 
Jaycees, 
some 325,000 
men 
whose 
ages 
range 
from 21 
through 35. 
“ We 
feel 
that 
we’re the 
bridge between the very young 
and the older generations,” 
says Andre LeTendre, a Wau­ 
sau, Wis., businessman who is 
the 1970 president of the half- 
century old organization. 
Prevention through education 
is the basis of the Jaycees’ 
plan. LeTendre, in an interview 
during a New York business 
trip, said the program is just 


one of several in which the 
young businessmen are getting 
involved—among them poverty 
programs “ although this prob­ 
lem may never be solved” , 
pushing legislation to upgrade 
the lot of the nation’s prisoners 
and help toward rehabilitation, 
working with the mentally ill 
and retarded both inside and 
outside prison walls, education, 
housing, safety, and environ­ 
ment. 
LeTendre explained that all 
programs are worked through 
local chapters; chapters are 
autonomous and select whatev­ 
er area in which they wish to 
be involved. There are 6,400 
chapters and 325,000 members. 
One of LeTendre’s goals is to 
change the old image of the 
Jaycees-as sort of a waspish 
businessman’s group, he said.

government plans to drop about 
60 million census forms -one 
for each household in the nation 
-4nto the mail Saturday in its 
once^every-10-years effort to 
count all Americans and find 
out where they live. 
The outcome is important. 
The makeup of Congress and 
state 
legislatures 
will 
be 
affected. 
Many 
federal aid 
programs also are keyed to 
census data. 
As a result of the count seats 
in the House of Representatives 
will be reapportioned among 
the states and in most states 
district lines for congressional 
and state legislature elections 
will have to be redrawn. 
A few results are already 
c e r t a i n . California, which 
passed New York as the most 
populous state after the 1960 
census, will officially take its 
place as the nation’s largest. 
Because of population shifts, 
census experts estimate that 
California will gain four seats 
in the House and Florida two. 
New 
York and Pennsylvania 
stand 
to 
lose 
two 
apiece. 
Expected to gain one seat each 
are 
Arizona, 
Colorado 
and 
Texas. Projected as single-seat 
losers are Iowa, North Dakota, 
Ohio, West Virginia and Wis­ 
consin. 
No one will come to the door 


of about 60 per cent of the 
nation’s families. Those living 
in cities or suburbs where 
address lists are reliable will 
be asked to fill out the census 
questionnaire and mail it back 
to the Census Bureau. 
Families in rural areas will 
be

to 
answer 
the 
questions and then hold the 
form for a census enumerator 
who will pick it up in person 
early in April. 
Eighty per cent of homes will 
get a “ short form” with 23 
questions on it. An additional 15

require them to answer an 
average of 66 questions. The 
remaining 5 per cent will get a 
still more detailed question­ 
naire requiring answers to an 
average of 73 questions. 
Some of the questions are 
personal and a few of them 
have been controversial. But 
the census bureau says it needs 
the information for governmen­ 
tal statistical programs.

The projected $15 - million 
El Capitan Ranch housing and 
recreational 
development in 
Western Goleta Valley ran into 
spirited opposition Wednesday 
from a host of conservation - 
minded men, women and youths 
from the South Coast area at a 
hearing before the County Plan­ 
ning Commission. 
They joined in with County 
Planning Director Herbert Di- 
velbiss in opposing the proj­ 
ect on the grounds that it called 
for construction of 1,534 dwell­ 
ing units — many more than 
the valley general plan calls 
for on the 3,638-acre coastal 
property. 
The commission voted to con­ 
tinue the hearing until April 1 
to give Divelbiss more time to 
collect specific proposals from 
the developer regarding plans 
not only for hillside homes, 
but also for cabins and the pos­ 
sibility of a commercial area 
on a 191-acre parcel fronting 
U.S. 101. 
The property lies for the most, 
part north of the freeway and 
El Capitan State Beach Park. 
Some beachfront area is also 
involved in the plan. 


Conservationists rapped the 
proposal as one likely to add to 
mounting smog and traffic prob­ 
lems along the coastal belt. 
They saw it as a “ leapfrog” 
development that would spawn 
proliferating 
“ s u b u r b a n 
sprawl” setting an unwelcome 
precedent between El Capitan 
and Vandenberg Air Force Base 
along the coast. 
Divelbiss estimated the 15- 
year plan as envisioned by the 
developer would entail a com­ 
munity of “ 4,009 to 5,000 per­ 
sons.” 
“We’re talking about a com­ 
munity about one-half the popu­ 
lation of Montecito, generating 
about 10,000 vehicular trips a 
day,” he declared.

were missed in the 1960 census. 
The Census Bureau says that 
represented about 2 per cent of 
the nation’s whites and about 10 
per cent of the Negroes.

—Beginning April 1, census 
enumerators will begin to call 
on persons in rural areas to 
pick up the forms. 
-About mid-April, other en­ 
umerators will call on urban 
and suburban residents who did 
not return the questionnaire by 


mail. Many of these people 
usually simply forget to comply 
and they can be counted easily. 
The elusive people in the 
count are transients —either 
homeless people or persons who 
are simply away from home on 
business 
or 
vacation. 
The 
government 
has 
devised 
a 
variety of ways to find them. 
On March 31, census workers 
will deliver short form ques­ 
tionnaires 
to every person 
staying in a hotel or motel. He 
will be instructed to fill it out 
unless he returned his form 
before he left home.

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Expensive lesson 


The Santa Barbara oil spill of January, 1969, was, in the 
light of drilling experience in the channel up to that time, an un­ 
foreseeable accident, 
a fluke response by Mother Earth to 
man’s intrusions into her thin skin that took even government 
geologists by surprise. 
This sort of thing happens. 
The 
February, 1970, 
spill in the Gulf of Mexico off Lou­ 
isian a-called a much worse disaster than Santa Barbara by 
Secretary of the Interior Walter J. Hickel—was, however, ap­ 
parently both foreseeable and preventable. 
This sort of thing definitely does not have to happen. 
Hickel has accused the Chevron Oil Company, operator of the 
still uncontrolled well, of some 137 separate violations of fed­ 
eral drilling regulations in its bloc of wells in this area. 
Chief of these was the company’s unauthorized removal of a 
downhold storm choke (a safety device to stop oil flow when it 
begins 
surging) 
on the well responsible for a massive oil 
slick 
endangering coastal wildlife and fisheries. He believes 
this to be the possible cause of the fire which struck the well 
on Feb. 10, 
followed by a runaway gusher that at its height 
leaked 1,000 barrels of crude oil a day into the waters of the 
Gulf. 
According to William T. Pecora, head of the U.S. Geologi-

cal Survey, the choke evidently was removed because it was 
reducing production on the well. 
Talk about the kingdom 
lost for want of a nail. For want 
of a $1,000 choke, Chevron began losing $1 million a dav in 
lost production and clean-up costs. It could also face fines 
of 
$2,000 a day for each of the 137 violations if the govern­ 
ment 
prosecutes, 
plus many millions of dollars in liability 
claims. 
A company spokesman has stated that a storm choke would 
not necessarily have prevented the fire. 
But the presence of a choke certainly would not have caused 
it. 
It may not be provable that a choke would have prevented 
this disaster. 
The burden of proving the contrary, however, 
rests with the company, which is in a very poor position to de­ 
fend itself. 
With or without government prosecution, with or without the 
public’s 
growing alarm over pollution and its wearing pat­ 
ience with those who cause it, this latest oil spill spectacular 
has tau^t the oil industry — all industry — a fundamental 
lesson in economics that should never have been needed to be 
taught: 
Shortcutting on safety to enhance immediate profits 
can be exceedingly expensive in the long run. 


Moonshine 


Moonshine is still big business in the 
United States. 
Proof of this carne to us this week in a 
rather exjjensive 
looking booklet pro­ 
duced by the Licensed Beverage Indus­ 
tries, Inc. 
Look at these statistics: 
In 
1968. 
law enforcement officers 
13,065 illicit 
seizwi 
and destroyed 
stills, 
including 
4,- 
995 by federal agents 
and 
8,070 
by 
state 
and 
local 
lawmen. 
These 
illegal opera­ 
tions 
prtxluced 
ap­ 
proximately 
36,- 
660,000 
gallons 
of 
moonshine, which ac­ 
counted for $506,000,- 
000 
in 
total 
tax 
frauds; 
$354,000,000 
denied to the federal treasury, $152,- 
000,000 in state and local losses. 
Since the inception of annual moon­ 
shine 
surveys 
in 1950, 
an average 
of 19,7(3 illicit stills a year have been 
seized 
and destroyed —making for a 
titanic 
total of 
375,696 
criminal op­ 
erations. 
In Hiat 
19 year period, the estimated 
production 
of illegal 
liquor has been 
a torrential 
one billion gallon s-rep - 
resenting 
tax frauds 
upon 
federal, 
state ami local treasuries of nearly 14 
billion dollars. 
Illegal distillers are slick operators. 
Their 
patience 
is boundless, their 
ingenuity unexcelled. They are masters 
in the art of subterfuge. And their guile 
is exceeded only by their gaul. 
Treasury agents and Putnam County, 
Tennessee officers, for example, strug­ 
gled 
through some of the most rugged 
terrain 
in Tennessee to locate and de­ 
stroy a still concealed in a three-level 
cave. 
It took four trips. 17 miles each 
way, and a lengthy 
search to find 
cave. 
Anollier underground still seized 
agents near Juno, 
Georgia, 
was fully 
automated. Electric pumps transferred 


the 
liquor 
from the 3,000 gallon still 
to a nearby house where it was bottled 
fdr shipment. 
One man built 
a 
513 gallon moon­ 
shine 
still onto the bed of his 1.5 
ton truck and apparently drove it from 
cattle pond 
to cattle pond to make 
his white lightning. In Tampa, Florida, 
agents seized 
a nine-foot all-aluminum 
auto trailer equipped with an electric- 
powered still, with a pot that 
held in 
excess of 100 gallons. It contained 
a 
maze 
of intricate wiring and switches 
for both the boiling pot and an air con­ 
ditioning coil - wrapped condenser. 
Drinking white lightning can be dan­ 
gerous. “ The moonshiner's brew smells 
like 
perfumed 
petroleum 
and slides 
down your 
throat with all the smooth­ 
ness of broken 
glass,’ one agent stat­ 
ed. 


Laboratory analysis of illicit liquor 
frequently show high concentrations of 
poisonous lead salts. According to the 
U.S. 
Food and Drug 
Administration, 
moonshine 
containing more than 1,000 
micrograms of lead slats per liter, con­ 
stitutes a serious health peril. Sheriff 
J . D. Pope of Jackson, Georgia report­ 
ed they had seized one batch of moon­ 
shine which contained 11,600 
micro­ 
grams of lead per liter. 
Wow!

W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Non-government 


ROME — Can a nation function without 
a government? The answer of the cynics 
is that the Italians prefer happy anarchy 
to orderly government and a measure 
of self - discipline 
accepting the re­ 
straints that government of necessity im­ 
poses. 
They have been trying to experiment 
for some time now. President Giuseppe 
Saragat has been desoerately searching 
for a leader to form 
a left - center coali­ 
tion and get on with the 
urgent 
tasks 
long 
awaiting the authority 
of a premier and his 
cabinet. 
To confess 
___ 
defeat and invite ano- 
4^, 
» 
ther 
election 
is 
to 
^ 
hazard a big new in- 
^ 
crement for the Com- 
munists 
and 
their 
powerful 
party with one-fourth 
of the 
seats in the parliament. 
The last hope, 
perhaps, was that 
tough, 
little 
Amintore Fanlani, four 
times 
previously a premier, might be 
able to re-establish 
a center - left co­ 
alition, 
but that collapsed with the re­ 
fusal of his Christian Democratic Par­ 
ty and the Socialist Party to meet some 
of his demands. 
Italy 
has seen the rise and fall of 30 
governments since the end of World War 
II. 
Despite the remarkable vigor of the 
country’s 
economic growth — perhaps 
because of it — they have been able only 
to nibble at the troubles that government 
alone 
can resolve. The shocking inci­ 
dent that occurred last December in Mi­ 
lan shook up a lot of the complacent who 
had hitherto 
been shrugging off the 
failures of repeated coalitions. 
A bomb exploded in a bank in Milan 
killing 16 persons. Lengthy 
investiga­ 
tion has convinced officials that this 
was the work of anarchists. An under­ 
ground 
anarchist - syndicalist 
move­ 
ment has deep philosophic roots among 
left-wing 
Italians who read into Hegel 
and Marx the sanction of aqarchy. The 
Milan explosion 
produced violent out­ 
bursts 
from the right that sounded like 
echoes of the early '20s when Musso­ 
lini 
exploited the chaotic 
aftermath 
of World War I to seize dictatorial power 
and launch Italy on a ruinous crusade 
for imperial glory. 
The Milan explosion was only the most 
dramatic of a series of riots, demon­ 
strations and strikes 
that put 10,000 
Italians in jail. They were striking not 
so much for conventional trade union de­ 
mands as for hospitals, schools, price 
control, 
pensions. This 
reflects the 
fact that the booming Italian economy Is 
contained 
in 
a 
rigid 
frame of out­ 
moded 
bureaucracy and ancient cus­ 
tom. 
What has happened In Italy since the 
war is rather like the American experi­ 
ence. From the primitive south where 
the peasant ekes out a precarious exis­ 
tence in a centuries - old pattern came 
a migration of some 6,000,000 workers. 
They found 
jobs in Milan, Turin and 
the other centers of high production and 
advanced technology. 
In recent years, 
however, inflation and an occasional dip 
in the economy threatened their gains 
and produced 
a wave of discontent. As 
the bloody record shows, 
there is no 
surer 
prescription for revolution than 
to take away the advance of a class that 
has recently moved up from the bottom 
of the heap. 
Into this chaotic picture the ancient 
poison 
of church - state hostility has 
been 
injected. The Vatican intervened 
to oppose a law legalizing divorce that 
had seemed prior to the fall of the last 
government to be on the point of final 
passage, A source of deep resentment, 
particularly 
among anti - clericalists,’ 
Italian 
law has no provision for secu^ 
lar 
divorce. This frustrates millions 
of individuals out of broken marriages 
who must live without benefit of either 
clergy or state. 
Add as 
another bit of fuel to the 
flame of discontent the well - advertised 
way in which the very rich escape all or 
most of their taxes. This reporter re­ 
calls on a visit to Rome some years ago 
the spectacular 
case of a textile mag­ 
nate 
charged with evading $23,000,000 
in taxes. His unique defense might have 
served 
as 
the script for one of those 
Italian films portraying the haj;^y cyni­ 
cism of the Italian temperament. He tes­ 
tified that his wife’s demands for his 
love were so great that he could never 
find time to draw up bis tax returns. 


And, what is more, he got 
his princi­ 
pal 
competitor to swear to the truth of 
this defense. If memory serves, he was 
acquitted by a gallant and sympathetic 
jury. 
The picturesque slums of Rome exist 
alongside the palaces of the rich. One 
of the princes has a place in the city 
so large that it includes 
an exercise 
ground for his blooded horses. His in­ 
come is reportedly well over a million 
dollars a year and he pays, according 
to a recent American ambassador who 
looked into this and other instances of 
tax evasion by the wealthy and well-born, 
less than $20,000 a year in taxes. 
In “ The Territorial Imperative,’’ his 
seaching study of the ori^ns of animal 
and human societies, 
Robert Ardrey 


characterizes Italy with the French word 
Noyau. That is a group of individuals held 
together by mutual animosity who could 
not survive had they no friends to hate. 
The Italina, 
most remarkable of men, 
Ardrey 
comments, 
has demonstrated 
with his society of inward antagonism 
that it is possible to survive with a min­ 
imum of social thrust and concerted ac­ 
tion and yet at the same time present 
civilization with remarkable individual 
achievements. But the heavy price is 
paid in vulnerability, 
both social and 
individual. In the latest frantic search 
for a government the payment for the vul­ 
nerability is long overdue.
